Little help has been tie- 
rived from spraying, and tLu* only way 
to keep an orchartl free from tin* dis 
ease is to cut down all red cedar trees 
in the neighborhood.

One of these lessons is the 
advantage of a very thorough prepara 
tton of tin* seed b«*d for small grain, 
also the harrowing of small grain to 
break the crust after It is up; second 
Iv, the distinct advantage of a fre 
quent and careful tillage of such crops 
as corn and potatoes. 


The w riter has seen some pretty e f­ 
fective execution done within the past 
few weeks with one of the guillotine 
or terror rut traps. 
Ch eese, grain or 
a piece of meat makes excellent halt, 
but a small i»l«*ce of bone with gristle 
attached and tied to the tongue of the 
trap is perhups the best bait of all 
Care should be used In setting the 
trap, for a blow that w ili break a 
rat’s back or crush its skull is apt to 
break the bone of one’s finger. W hile 
tin* campaign is being waged the traps 
should b«* attended to daily, baited at 
night atid emptied 
in 
the morning. 
Moreover, the traps should be placed 
so that neither kittens, chickens nor 
children can have access to them. 


A number «if state experiment sta­ 
tions arc now offering courses iu poul- 
try management especially designed to 
fit men who d«*sire to go into poultry 
farming for themselves. 
Among prae- 
tieal lln«*H taken up ar«* feeding, the 
use «»f incubators and brooders, an 
atomy and physiology of poultry, m ar­ 
keting various poultry products and 
poultry judging. 
There is little «iu«*s 
tion that it would in* time and money 
well sp«*nt for those planning to take 
up poultry raising on an extensive 
scale and possessing no previous *-x 
perience t«> take Just such a course. 
They would la* aide to secure Insfruc 
tion from ex;>erts and acquire experi­ 
ence in the business without the heavy 
lo sses that often accompany the early 
« -ffo rts of novices who take up the 
poultry business. 


It is a pest that does not spread in an 
orchard with great rapidity, it Is nev­ 
ertheless one that should la* combat* 
ted vigorously. The best spray to use 
Is the lime-sulphur, which may be up 
piled in the fall after the leaves have 
fallen or lit the early spring before j 
they start. One can buy good cotutuer 
rial 11 me-sulphur in quantity desired i 
or make it at home.

«mount bring five gallons of water f<1 
n boil, preferably in nn iron rcecptn. i«*, j 
and add five pounds of fresh stone ■ 
lime and about three and three fourths 
pounds of flour of sulphur, the latter!

This 
solution should I*» bulled for alsrtit an 
hour, or until a d ear liquid results, it 
should then be iltluted to about twelve 
gallons ami applied when warm to 
trees already infected and others in 
the same tract. 
A less effective solu 
tion for immediate use while the trees 
are In leaf is the kerosene emulsion, 
made by dissolving a pound of .so.ip j 
ill a gallon of hot water and adding! 
thereto while still warm two gallons! 
of kerosene. 
This should be stirred and 
churned until a cream emulsion r«* 
suits, which before using should lie «11 
luted Iti about twelve gallons of water. 
In spraying the trees especial care 
should be taken to s**e that all [»arts 
of the tree are covered, so that the d«* 
structlou of the pest will be compete
